REMARKS 

Claims 9-13 and 15-lS have been amended. No new matter has been introduced by 
virtue of these amendments. Support for these amendments may be found throughout the 
specification and in the claims as originally filed. 

Claims 0-18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, in view of various 
informalities. The rejection is traversed, in part, as follows. 

The Office Action alleges that claim 1 1 fails to further limit the subject matter of claim 9. 
Applicants respectfully disagree. 

Claim 9 provides compounds having a fused ring structure where the group:
